AN OLD PRIVATEERSMAN. 


Captain W. Wallace Smith Gone to His Fina, 
Reward. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

Captain Walter W. Smith, an old citizen o 
Savannah, died yesterday at the Savannah 
hospital. The deceased was born in Savan- 
nah, August 29, 1824, and at an early age be- 
came an apprentice in the pilot service. 

At the breaking out of the war he shipped 
aboard the Confederate privateer Jefferson 
Davis and served until July 6, 1861. On that 
day the Jefferson Davis captured off 
Montauk the schooner Enchantress, bound 
from Boston to St. Jago. Captain Smith was 
put aboad as prize-master, and a few days after 
was recaptured and taken to Philadelphia, 
where, on October 25, he was convicted in the 
United States district court upon an indict- 
ment for piracy and sent to Fort Lafayette un- 
der sentence of death, and his treatment was 
the subject of controversy between the two 
governments. 

At the expiration of two years he was ex- 
changed for Colonel Cochran, a United States 
ofticer who was imprisoned at Fort Sumter. 
During his confinement in prison, Captain 
Smith contracted rheumatism, and he has 
been a sufferer from the disease ever since. A 
few weeks ago it took a dangerous form, that 
of inflammatory rheumatism, and resulted in 
his death. 

The deceased leaves a daughter, _ sister, 
brother and large family connections to mourn 
his death. His funeral will take: place this 
morning at 9:30 olclock, from the cathedral of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help.

The real 
“point, now that the strife is ended and the 
question of secession settled, is, shall there 
be peace and unity and fraternity between 
the sections? Our correspondent may not 
regard this as the real point, but at least it 
is worth considering. 

When Foraker and Halstead announce 
that the war is not over—that the south is 
trying to steal a march on the country—and 
that the negroes are prevented from exer- 
cising the right of suffrage—this is what 
we calf waving the bloody shirt. And it is 
gomething worse. It is an appeal to the 
spirit of sectionalism, and the spirit of sec- 
tionalism ought to be buried in the grave of 
secession. When THE CONSTITUTION com- 
plains of the waving of the bloody shirt, 
our correspondent may be sure that its pro- 
tests are directed against a revival and a re- 
newal of the spirit of sectionalism.

No 
doubt Mr. Groniund is prepared fto assert 
that they had the heads of their. fellow-citi- 
zens cut off simply because they loved them, 
and that the whole wild, red carnival of the 
revolution was a sort of socialistic love- 
feast. | ; 

There is one point in this business that 
should teacha lesson. It ig that those who 
faise a storm Cannot control it, and that 
those who sow the wind are pretty sure to 
reap the whirlwind. Admitting that Dan- 
ton was at least a moderate socialist, his 
stormy eloquence fired the rabble and urged 
men into excesses which their leader was 
utterly unableto check.

A FAMOUS SPEECH. 


How Patrick Henry Delivered Those Thrill- 
ing Words. 

In his most interesting “Life of Patrick 
Henry,” published in the “American Statesman’ 
series, Professor Moses Coit Tyler has brought to 
light an inipoi tant and most interesting description 
of Henry’s manner of delivering his mostcelebrated 
speech, Itis contained in the manuscript of Ed 
watd Fotitaine, which is now in the library of 
Cornell university and is as follows ; 

‘When he said ‘is life so dear or peace so sweet 
asto be purchased at the price of chains and 
slavery?’ he stoodin the attitude of a condemned 
galley slave loaded with fetters awaiting 
his doom. His form was bowed, his wrists 
were crossed, his manacles were almost visible as he 
stood like an embodiment of helplessness afd 
agony. After a solemn pause he raised his eyes and 
chained hands towards heaven and prayed in words 
and tones which thrilled every heart; ‘Forbid it, 
Almighty God!’ He then turned towards the timid 
loyalists of the house, who were quaking with ter- 
ror at theidea ofthe consequences ‘of participating 
in proceedings which would be visited with the 
penalties of treason by the British crown, and he 
slowly bent his form yet nearer to the earth and 
said, ‘I know not what course others may take,’ 
and he accompanied the words with his hands still 
crossed, while he seemed to be weighed down with 
additional chaics. The man appeared transformed 
into an oppressed, heart-broken and hopless felon. 

“After remaining in this posture of humiliation 
long enough to impress the imagination with the 
condition of the colony under the iron heel of mili- 
tery despotism, he arose proudly and exclaimed: 
‘But as for me’—and the words hissed through his 
clinched teeth, while his body was thrown back, 
and every muscle and tendor was strained against 
the fetters which bound him, and with his coun- 
tenance distorted by agony and rage; he looked for 
a moment like Laocoon in his death strugglé with 
coiling serpents; then the loud, clear, triuinphant 
notes, ‘Give me liberty,’ electrified the assembly. 
It was not a prayer, but a stern demand, which 
would submit to no refusal or delay. The 
sound of his voice as he spoke these memorfa- 
ble words was like that of a Spartan pean on the 
field of Plata; and as each syllable of the word ‘lib- 
erty’ echoed through the building his fetters were 
shivered; his arms were hurled apart, and the links 
of his chains were scattered to the winds. When 
he spoke the word ‘liberty,’ with an emphasis never 
given it before, hishands were open and his arms 
elevated amd extended; hiscountenance wasradient; 
he stood erect and defiant, while the sound of his 
voice and the suhlimity of his attitude made him 
appear a magnificent incarnation ot freedom, and 
expressed all that can te acquired or enjoyed by 
nations and individuals invincible and free. 

“After a momentary pause only long enough to 
permit the echo of the word ‘liberty’ to cease, he 
let his left hand fali powerless to his side and 
clinched his right hand firmly, as if bolding a dag- 
ger vith the point aimed at his breast. He stood 
like a Roman senator defying Cesar, while the un- 
conguerable spirit of Cato of Utica flashed from every 
featuie, and he closed the grand appeal with the 
solemn wéftds, ‘or give me death,’ which sounded 
with the awful cadence of a hero’s dirge, fearless of 
death and victorious in death; and he suited the ac- 
tion to the word by a blow upon the left breast with 
the right hand which seemed to drivethe dagger to 
the patriot’s heart.”

THE MEMPHIS & CHARLESTON STOCK 


Which is Locked Up by a Decree of an Ala- 
bama Court. 

New Yor«x, November 3.—[Special.]—With 
reference to the injunction recently granted by 
the Chancellor of Alabama, restraining the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
from voting the majority of the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad, which it owns, at the No- 
vember election ef the Memphis and Charles- 
ton, a gentleman prominently identified with 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia man- 
agement says this: 

“There is no more equity in the position 
taken by the minority Memphis and Charles- 
ton Sosishebdotl than if the minority interest 
of any other corporation should protest against 
the majority shareholders electing managers 
and dictating the policy of the company. That 
is precisely what the mimority party of the 
Memphis and Charleston road are doing by 
their proceedings in the Alabama court.” 

So far as goes their complaint about the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia com- 
pany not having given public notice of its in- 
tention to buy the majority of the Memphis 
and Charleston stock, as required by the laws 
of Alabama and Tennessee, this is the com- 
plete answer, according to the same gentleman : 

“The present owners of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia did not buy control of the 
Memphis and Charleston except as part and 
parcel of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia itself. That is to say, about two years 
ago the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geergia 
was in the hands of a receiver, and while under 
his management and control he went before 
Judge Baxter, of the United States 
circuit court in Tennessee, and represented 
that he believed that the interest of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia bondholders 
would be best served by using the funds which 
he had in hand as receiver to buy a majority 
of the Memphis and Charlesten railroad stock 
in order that the two properties might be 
operated together. The court was satisfied 
that the receiver’s suggestion was wise, and 
authorized him to act accordingly. The pur- 
chase of the Memphis and Charleston stock 
was made under that decree of the court, and 
the transaction subsequently confirmed by 
Judge Jackson, another United States circuit 
court indge, of Tennessee. Later on the en- 
tire Eist Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
propetty, with all its rights, franchises, effects 
and belongings, was sold publicly under fore- 
closure of the mortgage, securing the bond- 
holders who had put the road in the hands of 
a receiver, and the present owners bought it. 
Under -this purehase they claim to have ac- 
quired title to the majority of the Memphis 
and Charleston, which, under the administra- 
tion of the receiver, had become an asset of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
and as such was conveyed by him in the fore- 
closure sale.’’

A New Loan and Trust Company for Bir- 
mingham. 


BreMinGcHAM, Ala., November 3.—The di- 
rectors of the Elyton Land company have de- 
cided to establish a loan and trust company 
and a savings bank, with a capital of $500,000.

I 
have no peisonal or political ambition. But 
were I consumed by an ambition I would be 
ashamed of myself were I to use your enthusi- 
asm tonight. I speak without enmity to one 
human being. But,entertaining the firm con- 
yictions I do regarding the question of pro- 
hibition, it would be cowardly for me to re- 
main silent. [Vociferous applause.) 
I shall speak in good temper. I shall ques- 
tion mo man’s character, impugn no mans 
motives nor shall I indalge in any sort of vita- 
peration. If Atlanta reaches a decision in this 
momentous matter soberly and deliberately, 
prohibition will be enforced. I have tut two 
points to presentand I want to make them 
with coherence. First, I belfeve that prohibi- 
tion should be tried for two more years before 
jt can be said to have had a fair experiment. 
Second, it having been given only a short trial 
and unfavorable test, [ believe it is a demon- 
strable fact that it has proved a success. [Loud 
cheering.| I speak tonight to Atlantians about 
Atlanta. I am certain that I can show that 
rohibition has not had a fair trial, and that 
efferson Davis knew when he wrote against 


it that personal liberty ends where 
public injury begins. I believe in the old 
democratic idea of the greatest good to the 


reatest number. Now, let me ask, has prohi- 

ition been given a fair trial in Atlanta? 
[Cries of ‘‘no, no."’} There were licenses run- 
ning for ten months after the prohibition law 
went into effect. There was organized resist- 
ance, and every defense was exhausted before 
the opposition would consent for it to be prac- 
tically enforced. To carry on the contest the 
prohibitionists had to fight with undisciplined 
forces. I have heard a great many prohibi- 
tionists say: ‘‘I would give one-half of what 
I am worth if prohibition could be a 
complete success. Now, would any 
business man stake one-half of 
all he had on every venture which had not 
had any more favorable trial than prohibition 
during the past two years? It has hardly 
begun its work. And yet they talk about 
stopping it right here. Ought we not to give 
ita longer trial? [‘'Yes! yes!” from the au- 
dience.| Was there ever such a problem as 
this? It is not too nmch to say that America 
waits on the answer that Atlanta will make in 
this contest. If we permit prohibition to fail 
it is doubtful ifany other American city will 
be willing to take it up. 

I know that there are cities inwhich it is im- 

ssible for prohibition to prevail, but Atlanta 
isnot one of them. . Chicago will, next month, 
lack seven heads who help to make it impossi- 
ble in that city. [Applause.] With the lim- 
ited trial it has had here prohibition has been 
a demonstrable success. Is there a man here 
who wil] deny that it has worked unspeakable 
good to the city? Isay unspeakable advised- 
ly, for if I were to talk until my tongue lost its 
articulation I could not tellall. [Cheers.] 
But it will be asked, who has been benefited ? 
Perhaps, not the rich and idle classes; may be 
not even the middle classes, the well-to-do 
people. jut go down to the poorer classes, 
who labor for their daily bread, and, then you 
find the proof of the good ortheevil. Itis a 
reproach to this country that the holiow 
cheeks of the mothers mc the wan faces of 
the children are the first signs of any change 
in the people’s condition. You must go down 
to the poorer classes to find out whether 
prohibition has been a blessing or an eyil. 
George .Adair rents houses. He has over 1,300 
tenants. He told me that he issued one dis- 
tress warrant last year, and that two years ago 
he issued twenty. [Great applause.] If that 
one fact were established, I would vote for 
prohibition if 1 never heard another word on 
the subject. [Vociferous applause.} Do you 
know what this means? What a distress war- 
rantis? It iseviction—-turning poor women 
and children out of doors. What does Mr. 


Talley, another real estate man, say? He says 
that he rénts from 600 to 800 houses, 
and that he had to issue from four 
to five distress warrants a month, 


and that during the past eighteen months he 
has issued only ene. Harry Krouse was a 
strong anti-prohibitionist, so strong that he 
wouldn't let anybedy talk to him on the sub- 
ject. Hesays: ‘My distress warrants used to 
average thirty-six to the vear, and I hayn’t 
issued one in twelve months,’’ I asked him 
then why could he continue to be an anti, and 
he replied: “Iam uot; lam ared hot prohi- 
bitionist.”’ [Immense applause.] Mr. Séott, 
another renter. What does he say? “I used 
to issuc as many as twenty-five a year. Now 
Tissue only one in a year. One in twelve 
mouths against twenty-five intwelve months.”’ 
Then, how can you yote with the antis? I 
asked. ‘‘I am not an anti; I’m going with the 
probibitionists.”’ [Great cheering. | Mr. Roberts 
says that his experience coincides with that 
of the others who have testified. He used to 
issue two or three every month, and has issued 
none the past twelve months. [Loud ap- 
plause.| Is there any possible answer to 
that? Isthere any industrial, social, economic 
reyoiution that can account forthis? There 
can't be any answer but prohibition. 
[Vociferous applanse.]| We who live in com- 
fortable houses, with fire and books and every- 
thing pleasant- it is hard for us to realize the 
terrors of this system of eviction. The poor 
mother, with herthin cheek, but brave heart, 
andthe little children being tarned'from under 
aroof into the street. The little ones asking 
Mama where will we sleep tonight? . And she 
we her hand in that of the man whom she 
iad sworn to loveand obey,the man,who by his 
uncontrolable passion for drink, had brought 
herand the litthe ones to helpless poverty. 
My friends, they talk about personal Hberty. 
Liberty for what? They talk about the shades 
of Washington, Jefferson, Monroe. I would 
hot give one rosy cheeked little woman and 
her redeemed husband for a)l the great men 
Bince Catiaine conspired and Cesar fought. 
[Tremenduous cheering which lasted half a 
minute.} Now to return to Colonel Adair’s 
testimony, what does it mean? It means 
that nineteen out of twenty have 
homes who did not have them 
before. We are told we must vote to restore 
the old order of things because prohibition has 
reduced Governor Brown’s rental $5,000. 
[Wild cheering.} I don’t believe that state- 
ment, to begin with.

— here now than then, or the people are 

tter able to send their children to school. 
[Applause.] I begin to think I will publish 
this as a serial. [Cries of ‘Goon, goon.’] 
There are some things about prohibition that 
I don’t like. Now,  uahastiotingly condemn 
the arrest of the two young men.”’ 

At this juncture a paper was handed Mr. 
Grady and he read some statistics of crime 
collected. by Mr. Hooper Alexander. These 
figures show that in 1887 there were 313 fn- 
dictments found by the grand jury; .in 1885 
there were 675, and. in 1886 there were 440. 
There was, according to this. statement, a 


steady increase of crime from 1885 to 
1886; then a _ decrease. -Mr. Grady 
made some apposite comments, and then 


proceeded: ‘“‘I might go on for hours giving 
you such testimony as this, but I leave this 
subject. I assume to control noman’s con- 
science, nor dictate to any man how he shall 
think. I have a boy as dear to me asthe 
ruddy drops which coursé through my heart, 
and my hopes haye begun to center on him. 
I realize that my life’s work, however well 
done, must fall incomplete in my hands. If 
I were to vote to establish barrooms and he 
were to falla victim I could notfind answer 
for my conscience or a support for my 
remorse. That's the way I feel from 
the bottom of my heart. [Immense ens 

Mr. Grady traversed much ground anc 
touched upon almost every phase of the sub- 
ject and he was frequently checred. His 
peroration endedfin a sublime simile in which 
he compared temperance to the sun—‘“‘Behind 
that sun and behind this cause we may be sure 
that there is Almighty God.”’ {Tremendous 
applause. | 

Mr. Grandison’s Eloquent Effort. 

As soon as the applause had subsided Judge 
Hillyer said: ‘‘Wehave something good in 
store for you. Weare about to hear froma 
speaker who has won fame in North Carolina 
—Mr. C. N. Grandison, a student of the Gam- 
mon school of theology.’’ This announcement 
evoked terrific applause, amid which 
the colored man approached the front 
of the stand. He is a_ typical negro, 
and a phenomenal orator. His every 
utterance could be distinetly heard all over the 
vast auditorium. Said he: ‘I have not the 
power to thrill and electrify you as you would 
have been thrilled and electrified had the gen- 
tleman, whose place I am assigned to fill, been 
present. Iam as true to the prohibition cause 
as the sun is in its course. [Wild cheering.] -I 
cannot hope to deal in statistics as the gentle- 
men who preceeded me have done; nor can I 
hope to rival their fervid eloquence and sub- 
lime rhetoric. But, though 1 cannot thrill you, 
I am thrilled when. I look upon the vast 
audience which fills every part of 
this immense room. I have no fear for At- 
lanta when I look in your faces and see in your 
eyes that fixed determination—tbat determi- 
nation that you will on the 26th of this month 
snow under forever the infamous barrooms. 
[Loud cheering.| WhenI look upon this sea 
of faces, upon the noble men and pure vir- 
tuous women, I realize that it 
is no mean Cause which has 
brought you together, [Prolonged applause. ] 
I am opposed to the rum traffic because it is a 
crime. 1 am opposed to the anti-prohibitionists 
because they propose to bring back a curse, 
and because they, to carry their ends, appeal 
to the prejudices and passions of my people.

ANALYSES OF THE CHIEF BRANDS 


Their Strength and Value Officially Ascer- 
tained—-A Large Number Im- 
pure and Unwholesome. 


The Ohio State Daity and Food Commis- 
sioner, General §, H. Hurst, has made public 
(Oireular No, 6) the results of the Comimis- 
sion’s iivestigation of baking powder. This 

~ USsi0n was formed by the Legislature, 
with instructions to miake an examination of 
the fooa supply of the State, and to give a re- 
port of such examination to the public. The 
examination of the baking powders was made 
by Professor H, A. Weber, State Chemist, ond, 
relating as it does to an article of daily usé in 
the food of almost every one, is of particular 
interest. 

The rather startling fact is brought out by 
the report that of the thirty different brands of 
baking powder analyzed, composing about all 
those sold in the State, twenty of them are 
made from alum, a substance declared by the 
highest medical anthorities to be injurious to 
health when used in food. 

The Commissioner classifies the baking pow- 
_dérs into three general divisions, according to 
their value: 

Ist. Cream of Tartar Baking Powders. 

2d. Phosphate Baking Powders. 

dd. Alum Baking Powders. 

_ “The object of baking powders is; when mixed 
in the flour and subjected to. moisture, to gen- 
erate a leavening gas in the dough, which will 
raise thé bread and cause it to be porous arid 
light. The Commissioner explains that the 
best baking powder is that which, the ingre- 
dients being healthful, gives off the largest 
amount of leavening gas and leaves the small- 
est amount of residnvum in the bread. A small 
amount of carbonate of ammonia, which is 
considered healthful, is used insome of the 
cream of tartar powders to give them a higher 
Strength. The Commission says that pure 
alum is undoubtedly a hurtful salt, and that 
the resultant salts from its combination with 
soda as formed in the bread, can scarcely be 
less hurtful. The report ranks the powders 
and shows the amount in each of inert result- 
ants, which in using it would appear as resi- 
duum in the bread, as follows:

The large amount of inert matter or resi- 


duum in both the phosphate and alum powders 
will be noted.

With the foregoing explanation the study of 
these figures will readily give consumers a 
knowledge of the comparative value’ of .the 
différent brands. To illustrate with the per- 
centages given the two powders before com- 
pared: the Royal containing 11.8 parts of leay- 
ening gas to 19.5 in Price’s, its excess of 
strength is 1.3 in 10.5, or 12.4 percent.

Louisville Printers to Go Out—Chicago 
Pressmen Issue a Circular. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., November 3.—At a meet- 
ing of the typothetea of this city tonight, it 
was determined to resist the demands of the 
typographical nnion for a raise in the price of 
composition on book work and time and a half 
for extra hours. A strike in all the job offices 
in city is expected as a result of this action. 

Cuicaco, November 3.—A new element has 
been added to the trouble between the em- 
ploying and employed printers, and one which 
makes a victory for the former more uncertain 
and much more difficult to achieve. The 
pressmen, whom the employers feared would 
make a demand for nine hours, if it were -con- 
ceded to the compositors, have issued a mani- 
festo declaring that, while the union had no 
intentions of making trouble, it would order a 
strike unless the difficulty with their brethren 
was immediately adjusted.

A Train Stopped by Masked Men in Colorado 
and Robbed. 


Pursto, Col., November 3.—About one 
o’clock this morning several masked men 
stopped the east bound Salt Lake express train

WHERE YOU CAN FIND A REGISTRAR 


The Books For the Prohibition Election 


and the Municipal Contest Are 
Open for Registration. 


There are five registration places open in 
Atlanta now—two for the prohibition election 
of the 26th inst., and three for the municipal 
election of next month. 

If you want to vote, you must register. 

The prohibition registration books diave been 
open for several days, but registration did not 
become the rage with citizens until within the 
past few days. There are two sets of registra- 
tion books in the city—one in north At- 


lanta and one in south Atlan- - 


ta. The north Atlanta books are 
at the county tax collector's office on Pryor 
street, near police headquarters, and are in the 
hands of Mr. Parkhurst. In the set there are 
three books, one for each of the wards in South 
Atlanta. Mr. Parkhurst isan expert in the 
work and records the names almost as rapidly 
as the applicant can fill out. the blank. The 
oftice is kept open until five o’clock in the 
evening, and even later if necessary. So far 
Mr. Parkhurst has recorded 1,671 voters. 

The books on the noth side are in charge of 
Mr. Knott, who has an office in the abstract 
company building. Mr. Knottis rapidly ac- 
quiring the slight, and will be a swift and ex- 
yert registrar before the work is completed. 

ie has under his care books covering the 
wards located north of the railroad, and at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, when he closed, 
had booked 1,283 voters. 

In the country the registration is going on in 
each militia district, but so far nothing is 
known as to the amount of work. 

In the city 2,954 voters have registered and 
will vote in the prohibition election. 

For the city election the registration books 
are located atthe city hall, in Clerk Gold- 
smith’s office; at No. 12 Alabama street, in Dr. 
Amos Fox’s office, and on Marietta 
street in De(iive’s opera house building. At 
each place there are six books—one for each 
ward. The books have been open only 
two days, and interest in the registration has 
not been aroused yet. The coming city elec- 
tion will prove an interesting one as soon as 
the prohibition fight is over, and the registra- 
tion will likely be heavy. At each place the 
registrar has displayed, in a conspicuous place, 
the following card: 

Each person applying to b> registered, before his 
name shall be enteredas a registered ‘voter, shall 
make oath before the reistering officer or his assis- 
tant that he is twent-one years of age; that he re- 
sides in the city of Atlanta; and that by ‘the first 
Wednesday in December next, after such registra- 
tion, he will have residedin the state of Georgia 
one year, andin Fulton county six months mext 
preceding that time, and shall exhibit to said regis- 
trar’s office a receipt (or other conclusive evidence) 
showing that he has paid all legal tsxes that may 
be required of him, etc. 

The city hall appears to be the most popular 
place with those desiring to register,as a greater 
number of names have been recorded. there 
than at either of the other places. Mr. Col- 
lier and Mr. Fulton, the deputies, have charge 
of the books and when the office was closed
